AT ITS MEETING ON 18-19 OCTOBER, 1977 THE COMMITTEE INVITED 
THE INTERNATIONAL STAFF TO CONVENE AN AD HOC MEETING OF 
NATIONAL REPRESENTATIVES TO CONSIDER THE PILOT STUDY PRO- 
POSALS BY ITALY CIRCULATED UNDER REFERENCE AC/274-WP/6 
TOGETHER WITH OTHER SUGGESTIONS FOR NEW PILOT STUDIES, AND 
TO PREPARE A CONSOLIDATED PAPER FOR CONSIDERATION AT THE 
NEXT PLENARY SESSION. 
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2. AN AD HOC GROUP MET TO THAT EFFECTON 25-26 JANUARY,1978 
AT NATO HEADQUARTERS. IN ADDITION TO CONSIDERING SPECIFIC 
PILOT STUDY PROPOSALS, THE GROUP HAD, AT THE SUGGESTION 
OF SOME DELEGATIONS, AN INFORMAL EXCHANGE OF VIEWS ON 
THE COMMITTEE'S FUTURE ROLE AND THE FOCUS OF ITS WORK. 

3. A REPORT OF THE AD HOC MEETING IS ATTACHED FOR THE 
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COMMITTEE'S CONSIDERATION AT ITS PLENARY SESSION ON 14-15 
MARCH NEXT.(SIGNED)L.KLETTE . END TEXT. 

2. BEGIN TEXT OF AC/274-D/80. REVIEW OF AREAS FOR POSSIBLE 
NEW PILOT STUDIES 

REPORT OF AN AD HOC MEETING HELD ON 25-26 JANUARY, 1978 

1. PROPOSALS BY ITALY ON ENERGY AND SEISMOLOGY 

REFERENCES: AC/274-WP/6 AND ADDENDUM 

THE GROUP S CONSIDERATION WAS BASED ON THE WORKING PAPERS 
AT REFERENCE AND AN INTRODUCTORY STATEMENT MADE BY THE 
ITALIAN REPRESENTATIVE. 

ENERGY 

2. THE GROUP NOTED STATEMENTS BY SEVERAL REPRESENTATIVES 
EXPRESSING CONCERN THAT THE VERY BROAD, POLICY-ORIENTATED 
CHARACTER OF THE STUDY PROPOSAL DID NOT FIT INTO THE SPECI- 
FIC AND PRACTICAL APPROACH WHICH CHARACTERIZED CCMS PILOT 
STUDIES. AND THAT DUPLICATION OF WORK CARRIED OUT ELSEWHERE 
MIGHT RESULT. 

3. THE UNITED STATES REPRESENTATIVE POINTED OUT THAT 

THE CCMS ENERGY STUDIES WERE NEARLY COMPLETED AND FINAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REPORTS WOULD BE PRESENTED AT THE AUTUMN 1978 PLENARY 
SESSION. HE SUGGESTED THAT WHEN THE EXPERTS MEET IN THE 
SPRING OR SUMMER TO REVIEW AND INTEGRATE THE FINAL REPORTS 
OF THESE STUDIES, THEY MIGHT ALSO CONSIDER THE ITALIAN 
PROPOSAL. HE SUGGESTED FURTHER ACTION ON THE PROPOSAL 
MIGHT AWAIT THE RESULTS OF THAT EXPERT MEETING AND CON- 
SIDERATION OF THE FINAL REPORTS ON THE CURRENT ENERGY 
STUDIES AT THE AUTUMN 1978 PLENARY. 

4. THE ITALIAN REPRESENTATIVE POINTED OUT THAT THE PROPOSAL 
WAS TO REVIEW THE EXISTING METHODOLOGIES USED FOR NATIONAL 
ENERGY PLANNING. TO ASSESS THEIR FEASIBILITY, AND TO IDEN- 
TIFY POTENTIAL RESEARCH FOR IMPROVING THE EFFICIENCY OF 
THESE METHODOLOGIES WITH THE PURPOSE OF RECOMMENDING 
OPTIMAL WAYS TO ALLOCATE ENERGY RESOURCES AMONG THE VARIOUS 
SECTORS. HE EMPHASIZED THAT THE STUDY WAS NOT INTENDED AS 

A FOLLOW-UP TO EXISTING ENERGY STUDIES, ADDING THAT HE 
DID NOT SUGGEST THAT THERE WERE ANY LINKS BETWEEN THESE. 

HE WOULD, THEREFORE, REQUEST THAT THE DOOR BE LEFT OPEN 
FOR THE PLENARY TO DECIDE ON A NEW PILOT STUDY ALONG THESE 
LINES.

5. IN CONCLUSION, THE AD HOC GROUP TOOK NOTE OF THE STATE- 
MENTS MADE IN DISCUSSION AND REQUESTED THAT AT THE FORTH- 
COMING MEETING THE ENERGY EXPERTS CONSIDER THE NEW STUDY 
PROPOSAL FURTHER AS SUGGESTED ABOVE. 

SEISMOLOGY 

6. THE GROUP NOTED THAT THERE WAS STRONG SUPPORT FOR THIS 
PROPOSAL, WHICH ITALY WAS PREPARED TO PILOT. THE FRENCH 
REPRESENTATIVE STATED THAT THE AREA OF PREDICTION TECHNIQUES 
WAS OF PARTICULAR INTEREST TO FRANCE. THE UNITED STATES 
REPRESENTATIVE EMPHASIZED TWO AREAS OF IMPORTANCE IN REGARD 
TO DAMAGES PREVENTION, I.E. CONSTRUCTION ASPECTS AND LAND- 
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USE PLANNING. FINALLY, THE GERMAN REPRESENTATIVE,REFERRING 
TO THE USE OF INFORMATION NETWORKS, SUGGESTED THAT CON- 
SIDERATION BE GIVEN TO THE POSSIBLE USE OF THE NATO- WIDE 
COMMUNICATION SYSTEM IN CONNECTION WITH THE STUDY. 

7. IN CONCLUSION , THE GROUP INVITED THE INTERNATIONAL 
STAFF TO CONVENE AN EXPERT MEETING ON 13-14 FEBRUARY NEXT 
AT NATO HEADQUARTERS WITH A VIEW TO PRESENTING A DETAILED 
PILOT STUDY PROPOSAL AT THE CCMS PLENARY ON 14-15 MARCH, 
1978. 

II. STUDY SUGGESTIONS SUBMITTED BY THE UNITED STATES. 

8. THE GROUP EXAMINED SOME FURTHER IDEAS FOR POSSIBLE 
STUDIES SUBMITTED BY THE UNITED STATES IN A LETTER DATED 
20 JANUARY, 1978 TO THE ACTING CHAIRMAN, CCMS. 
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ENERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES(EMS) 

- REFERENCE: AC/274-R/22, PARAGRAPHS 105-108 

9. THE GROUP TOOK NOTE OF A DRAFT REPORT OF THE FOLLOW UP 
MEETING ON EMS HELD IN SEPTEMBER 1977, CIRCULATED AT THE 

AD HOC MEETING.WHICH PROPOSED A FURTHER CO-OPERATIVE EFFORT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITH THE WORLD HEALTH ORGANIZATION . REPRESENTATIVES DE- 
CIDED TO CONSULT WITH NATIONAL EXPERTS ON THIS PROPOSAL 
AND INVITED THE PILOT COUNTRY, THE UNITED STATES, IN THE 
MEANTIME TO DEVELOP THE PROPOSAL FURTHER FOR POSSIBLE 
PRESENTATION AT THE SPRING PLENARY. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

10. THE GROUP NOTED THE SUGGESTION FOR POSSIBLE FURTHER 
CCMS WORK IN THE GENERAL AREA OF TRANSPORTATION INCLUDING 
HOW BEST TO USE PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION PROGRAMMES AND 
POLICIES TO IMPROVE THE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL VIABILITY OF 
LARGE URBAN AREAS AND HOW TO IMPROVE PUBLIC AND/OR SOCIAL 
SERVICE TRANSPORTATION IN RURAL AREAS. IT WAS AGREED TO 
DEFER CONSIDERATION UNTIL AFTER CONCLUSION OF THE FOLLOW-UP 
WORK ON THE URBAN TRANSPORTATION PILOT STUDY. IT WAS FELT 
THAT THE ROUND TABLE DISCUSSION ON INNER CITY AREAS MIGHT 
SHED NEW LIGHT ON THE FIRST OF THESE QUESTIONS. 

TOXIC SUBSTANCES 

1 1 . THE GROUP NOTED WITH INTEREST THAT TOXICS WERE ONLY 
MENTIONED AT THIS TIME AS A POTENTIAL AREA FOR FUTURE 
CCMS STUDY. DEPENDING ON THE OUTCOME OF ON-GOING WORK IN A 
NUMBER OF OTHER INTERNATIONAL FORA. IN THIS CONNECTION, THE 
ITALIAN REPRESENTATIVE STATED THAT THE TECHNICAL.ORGANIZA- 
TIONAL AND LEGAL ASPECTS OF THIS PROBLEM WERE NOT BEING 
CONSIDERED BY ANY OTHER INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION AND MIGHT 
BE AN AREA FOR CCMS. 

OTHER POSSIBLE AREAS 

12. THE GROUP ALSO DISCUSSED BRIEFLY OTHER POSSIBLE AREAS 

FOR STUDY INCLUDING INNOVATION IN LOW WASTE TECHNOLOGY THAT 
MINIMIZE NEGATIVE RESOURCE AND ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACTS AND 
LAND-BASED SOURCES OF MARINE POLLUTION. IT WAS NOTED THAT 
THESE TWO AREAS WOULD BE DISCUSSED IN OTHER INTERNATIONAL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FORA IN 1978/79 BUT THAT A STUDY AT THE TECHNICAL LEVEL 
WITHIN CCMS MIGHT BE OF INTEREST. THE GROUP ALSO NOTED 
SOME INFORMAL SUGGESTIONS FOR FUTURE STUDIES MADE BY THE 
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INTERNATIONAL STAFF. 

m. FUTURE ROLE OF CCMS AND FOCUS OF PILOT STUDIES 

13. AS SUGGESTED BY SOME DELEGATIONS, THE GROUP HAD AN 
INFORMAL EXCHANGE OF VIEWS WITH REPSECT TO THE EFFICACY, 
CONCEPTUAL FRAMEWORK AND FOCUS OF THE COMMITTEE S WORK. 
THE EXPERIENCE OF MEMBER COUNTRIES WITH REGARD TO THE 
IMPACT AND EFFICACY OF PAST PILOT STUDIES APPEARED TO BE 
UNIFORMLY POSITIVE. THE RESPONSE OF SCIENTISTS AND TECHNI- 
CAL EXPERTS PARTICIPATING IN CCMS PROGRAMMES WAS DESCRIBED 
AS ENTHUSIASTIC. THE NORWEGIAN REPRESENTATIVE REPORTED THAT 
IN THE OPINION OF ONE GROUP OF SCIENTISTS CCMS WAS THE MOST 
EFFICIENT INTERNATIONAL FORUM IN WHICH THEY HAVE EVER 
WORKED. IT WAS EMPHASIZED THAT CCMS STUDIES SHOULD CONTINUE 
TO BE DIRECTED TO CAREFULLY SELECTED SPECIFIC PROBLEMS 

AND CARRIED OUT IN A PRAGMATIC, ACTION-ORIENTED WAY. IT 
WAS ALSO UNDERLINED THAT AN IMPORTANT ELEMENT OF CCMS 
PROGRAMMES WAS THEIR FLEXIBILITY AND THE FREEDOM OF MEMBER 
NATIONSL TO PARTICIPATE IN CCMS STUDIES IN THE LIGHT OF 
THEIR OWN PARTICULAR INTERESTS AND RESOURCES. 

14. THE UNITED KINGDOM REPRESENTATIVE EMPHASIZED THE 
IMPORTANCE OF CONTINUING THE EXISTING METHOD OF CAREFUL 
SELECTION OF WORTHWHILE PROBLEMS FOR STUDY, ALWAYS BEARING 
IN MIND THE SPECIAL ADVANTAGES OF THE CCMS FORUM COMPARED 
TO OTHERS. WHILE THERE WAS CONCERN THAT A LARGE NUMBER 

OF STUDIES WERE ENDING, IT WAS IMPORTANT THAT IN SELECTING 
NEW AREAS FOR STUDY CCMS SHOULD NOT SACRIFICE QUALITY FOR 
QUANTITY. 

15. THE GROUP AGREED THAT THE EXCHANGE OF TECHNOLOGICAL 
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UNCLAS SECTION 03 OF 04 USNATO 02116 

INFORMATION WAS EXTREMELY VALUABLE, EVEN IF THE STUDIES DID 
NOT NECESSARILY RESULT IN ANY SPECIFIC ACTION RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS TO GOVERNMENTS. THE ITALIAN REPRESENTATIVE POINTED 
OUT THAT AN EXCHANGE OF TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION WOULD 
OFTEN GIVE MEMBER COUNTRIES ALTERNATIVE CHOICES AND, 
THEREFORE, COULD CONTRIBUTE TO THE FORMULATION OF NATIONAL 
POLICIES IN IMPORTANT AREAS. IN THIS CONNECTION, THE 
NORWEGIAN REPRESENTATIVE INFORMED THE GROUP THAT IN FACT 
THE EXCHANGE OF TECHNOLOGICAL INFORMATION IN TWO CURRENT 
PILOT STUDIES HAD RESULTED IN A RE-EVALUATION OF NORWEGIAN 
NATIONAL POLICIES IN CERTAIN AREAS. IN CONCLUSION, THE 
GROUP FELT THAT THE EXTENSIVE EXCHANGE OF TECHNOLOGICAL 
INFORMATION WITHIN THE CCMS PROGRAMMES COULD BE A GDAL IN 
ITSELF, ALTHOUGH IT WAS CONSIDERED THAT IT WOULD BE PRE- 
FERABLE THAT WHENEVER POSSIBLE STUDIES RESULT IN SPECIFIC 
ACTION RECOMMENDATIONS TO GOVERNMENTS. 

16. REGARDING THE EFFICACY OF THE FOLLOW-UP PROCEDURES ON 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OF RECOMMENDATIONS(AC/274-D/39(2ND 
REVISE)), THE GROUP FELT THAT THESE WERE IN GENERAL SATIS- 
FACTORY PROVIDED THEY WERE APPLIED IN A REALISTIC AND FLEXI- 
BLE WAY. IN THIS CONNECTION, IT WAS POINTED OUT THAT MANY 

OF THE AREAS UNDER REVIEW WERE SO COMPLEX AND RELATED TO A 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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NUMBER OF NATIONAL, REGIONAL OR LOCAL CONSIDERATIONS THAT 
IT COULD NOT BE EXPECTED THAT GREAT CHANGES WOULD BE RE- 
PORTED FROM ONE YEAR TO THE NEXT. THE NORWEGIAN REPRESENTA- 
TIVE SUGGESTED THAT MORE EMPHASIS ON IMPLEMENTATION MIGHT 
BE CONSIDERED AND THAT IT MIGHT ALSO BE USEFUL TO RECONSIDER 
PREVIOUS PILOT STUDIES AND THEIR RECOMMENDATIONS IN ORDER 
TO ASSESS THEIR EFFECTS. 

17. ADDRESSING THE QUESTION WHETHER CCMS STUDIES SHOULD BE 
ORIENTED MORE TOWARDS POLICY THAN HAD BEEN THE CASE IN THE 
PAST, SOME REPRESENTATIVES CAUTIONED AGAINST THE COMMITTEE'S 
BECOMING INVOLVED IN BROAD POLICY AREAS, SINCE IT WAS FELT 
THAT THESE WERE NOT WELL SUITED TO THE CCMS APPRAOCH. IT 
WAS ALSO SUGGESTED THAT THE COMMITTEE AVOID POLITICALLY 
CONTENTIOUS AREAS OF STUDY. THE ITALIAN REPRESENTATIVE DID 
POINT OUT. HOWEVER, THAT THE COMMITTEE MIGHT MAKE A VALUABLE 
CONTRIBUTION BY CARRYING ON ITS STUDIES BEYOND THE TECHNO- 
LOGICAL/SCIENTIFIC FIELD AND INTO THE AREA OF POLICY 
GUIDANCE. IT WAS ALSO NOTED THAT A NUMBER OF THE COMMITTEE'S 
RESOLUTIONS WERE IN FACT STATEMENTS OF POLICY BUT THAT 

THE COMMITTEE DID NOT BECOME INVOLVED IN THE WAY MEMBER 
COUNTRIES IMPLEMENTED POLICY NATIONALLY. 
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18. IT WAS UNDERLINED THAT THE ROUND TABLE SERVES AS A VERY 
IMPORTANT FORUM FOR POLICY DISCUSSIONS. IN THIS CONNECTION, 

THE NORWEGIAN REPRESENTATIVE EMPHASIZED THAT HIS AUTHORITIES 
PLACED GREAT IMPORTANCE ON MAINTAINING THE ROUND TABLE AS 
A FORUM FOR OPEN AND FRANK EXCHANGE OF VIEWS AMONG FRIENDS 
ON CRITICAL ISSUES WHICH MIGHT INCLUDE IMPORTANT POLICY 
CONSIDERATIONS. IT WAS FELT BY SOME THAT THE USEFULNESS 
OF THE ROUND TABLE WOULD BE ENHANCED IF THE ONE IN THE 
AUTUMN, AS THE ONE IN THE SPRING, WERE DEVOTED TO A SPECIFIC 
TOPIC. 
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CONCLUSIONS. 

19. IN SUMMARY, AFTER EIGHT YEARS OF EXPERIENCE, MEMBER 
COUNTRIES APPEAR TO BE SATISFIED THAT CCMS SHOULD CONTINUE 
ALONG THE GENERAL LINES IT HAS OPERATED ON IN THE PAST. A 
NUMBER OF COUNTRIES EXPRESSED THE VIEW THAT THEY RECEIVE 
MORE VALUE OUT OF CCMS PROGRAMMES ON A COST-EFFECTIVENESS 
BASIS THAN THEY RECEIVE FROM PROGRAMMES IN ANY OTHER INTER- 
NATIONAL ORGANIZATION. IN THIS CONNECTION, IT WAS NOTED 
THAT THE FLEXIBILITY OF THE CCMS OPERATING PROCEDURES 
ARE OF PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE AND THAT THE COMMITTEE SHOULD 
CONTINUE TO TAKE GREAT CARE IN THE SELECTION OF SPECIFIC, 
USEFUL STUDIES, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT ON-GOING ACTIVITIES 
IN OTHER INTERNATIONAL FORCA. FINALLY, THE GROUP EMPHASIZED 
THE IMPORTANCE OF THE ROUND TABLE DISCUSSIONS, AND SUGGESTED 
THAT THE COMMITTEE MAY WISH TO CONSIDER ALSO DEVOTING THE 
AUTUMN PLENARY ROUND TABLE TO A SPECIFIC TOPIC.
